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A HISTORY OF NATIONAL BANK NOTES 


The national banking system was enacted under a series of laws 


in 1863, 1864, and 1865. By accumulating a minimum capital of 


nO 
Sy ,000, banks could he chartered under these laws and could issue 


notes by first placing with the Treasurerof the United States interest- 
bearing United States Government bonds. The amount of notes issued 
was set at a maximum of 90% of the face value of the bonds, with the 
bank receiving interest on these bonds and on the hank notes as they 
loaned them to people in their communities. The notes thus secured, 
no one had to worry about banks failing and making the notes worth- 
less. The National Bank System solved many common day problems of 
the tifis, "Bre being the non-acceptance of broken bank notes or the 
discounting of them when citizens were away from home. New York City 
companies started printing the notes with part of them being produced 
by the Bureau of Printing and Engraving; which after 1877 took over 
all of the National Bank Note production, 

Bank charters were to be granted for twenty years under the 
original act establishing the National Bank System, and the notes 
being refered to as charter periods; one, two, three and the series of 
1929, There were two issues of notes during the First )Charter Period, 
with the Original Series from 1863 to 1875 being the first issue and 
the Series of 1875 being the second. The front of the notes of the 
First Charter Period can be distinguished by a historical vignette 
On either side except for the $1 and $2 notes, the former having 
a central vignette and the later having a vignette of a seated woman 
to the left and a large horizontal "2" in the field (nicknamed “Lazyvo2") 
The reverses of all the notes of this period have a large vignette 
of a famous scene in American history. 

Notes of the Second Charter Period were produced from 1882 
to 1902 with new designs being authorized, and three different notes 
issued. A beautiful note came into existence in this period, the 
Brown Back, so called because of the reverse being printed in mahogany. 
The large vignette on the reverse of the first generation was replace 
with the charter number of the bank and printed in green. The $5 
note marked the only change in the obverse design, marked with a 
vignette of President James Garfield who was assasinated in 1881. 

The notes of the Third Charter Period hegan a new series in 1902. 
The first issue and the rarest is distinguished with a Red Seal and red

charter numbers with the head of William McKinley on the obverse. 
In the second issue blue seals were substituted for red seals and 
the dates "1902-1908"were added. The third issue the same seal but 
with no date added. 

The twenty year term of a charter was eliminated during the 
third charter period, thus there were no more charter periods and 
banks didn't have to renew their charters. During the Series of 
1929 large size bills were discontinued and were replaced by the 
small size notes. There were two types of notes in this series, 
the Type I being produced from July 1929 to May 1933 and the Type II 
being printed from May 1933 to February 25th 1935; the last printing 
date.
